MEET AFTER SIXTY YEARS. 


Nursed Him in Childhood. 


Time’s flight was turned backward more 
than sixty years last Monday evening, and 
Judge Murray F. Tuley became a child again 
in the eyes of his old slave ‘‘ mammy,”’ Ellen 
White. The meeting took place in a little 


nurse has resided many years, and where the 
aged jurist sought her out for a visit before 
she passed away. | 

_Ellen White lacks only four years of the 
century mark, and Judge Tuley is 77 years 
old. They last met when the boy, then 17. 
years old, was sent away to school. The wom- 
an then was a slave on the plantation of 
Judge Tuley’s father, in Kentucky, and had 
had the care of the boy and his sister. Be- 
fore the young man returned the negress 
had gone away, and until a year ago neither 
khew of the whereabouts of the other. 


Sees Judge Still as a Child. 

The years of change which passed, how- 
ever, did not drive from the mind.of the old 
slave her recollections of her youthful charge, 
and when they met it was with the eyes of 
memory that she saw him. He again was a 
boy on the old plantation and shé his faithful 
nurse. Calling him by the names she used 
more than sixty years ago, the nurse threw 
her arms around the judge’s neck and wept. 
She stroked the white hair, and looked long 
on the once rounded cheeks, now seamed with 
age and the cares of life. a 

Then they talked, not of the years which 
intervened since they parted—these seemed 
to have had no place in her mind—but of the 
days long gone by, when she was a strong 
young woman and heachild. She related, 15 
though of yesterday, incidents of hig boy- 
hood, and deseribed to him the scenes which 
once were common to their lives. The visit 
lasted several hours, and when they parted 
they knew that they would never meet again 
on earth, 


_ Writes to Postmaster Coyne. 

The whereabouts of his old “ mammy ” 
was made known to Judge Tuley nearly a 
year ago through a letter written by the 
woman to Postmaster F. E. Coyne. Mrs. 
White said she had learned that the Tuleys 
had come to Chicago, and asked the post- 
master to advertise for them.

DREYFUS NEARER 


VINDICATION. 


French Court of Cassation 
Takes Up Hearing of Appeal 
'” for Revision of Former 

Captain’s Case. 


| SECRET EVIDENCE FALSE. 


Attorney General, in Opening Ad- 
dress, Says He Was Amazed 
at Worthless Character 
‘of Alleged Proof. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PARIS, March 3.—The Court of Cassation 
today took up the appeal of Alfred Dreyfus 


| for a revision of his case. This is looked 


upon as a further and final step toward the 
rehabilitation of the former captain and 
the removel of the last accusation against 
him. 

The most remarkable. feature of the pro- 
ceedings was the reversal of the government 
attitude in the casé. This was shown by 
the address of Attorney General Baudouin, 
who said that when he began his considera- 
tion of the Dreyfus case he was satisfied 
that a judicial error had not been committed, 
but as the investigation proceeded his amaze- 
ment increased. 

**One by one,"’ the attorney general con- 
tinued, “‘all the charges vanished, leaving 
only accusations, without importance or con- 
sistency. 


Secret Documents of No Value. 

“ When I examined the collection of secret 
documents fn the case and saw their miser- 
able character, valuable only because of the 
mystery cleverly thrown about them, I con- 
cluded it was necessary for justjee to have 
the last word, and it is my conviction that 
there is not one of us if in the army and not 
an officer now in the army who would not 
have succumbed had he been under an accu- 
sation thus managed.” 

Upon the recommendation of M. Valle, the 
minister of justice, M. Boyer, the reporter of 
the court, presented two new facts upon 
which the réconimendation for a revision of 
the case was recommended. These were set 
forth in the report to the Court of Cassation 
as follows: , 

“ One—The secret documents include a let- 
ter bearing the initial ‘D.’ By an affidavit 
of Oct. 6, 1908, signed by M. Gribelin, keeper 
of the archives, it appears that this docu- 
ment previously carried the letter ‘P.’ For 
this latter was substituted a ‘D,’ and thus 
the altered document was presented to the 
court at Rennes. 


Henry’s Writing in Vital Letter. ~ 

* Two—According to the minister of jus- 
tice another letter signed ‘ Alexandrine,’ 
which Agent ‘A’ gddressed to Agent‘ B,’ 
contained some words in the handwriting of 
the late Lieut. Col. Henry, who comniitted 


-| suicide ih prison, after having confessed 


to committing a forgery in the case This 
letter relates to the organization of French 
railroads. M. Gribelin swore during the 
inquiry of the minister of war that this let- 
ter was false. It was true, however, that 
the date of this document was March 28, 
1895, when Dreyfus was imprisoned on Dev- 
il’s island.” 

M. Boyer made an exhaustive review of the 
case, declaring he could not find any proof 
to establish the existence of the document 
which was claimed to have been annotated 
by the German emperor, which was trans- 
mitted to one of Dreyfus’ judges at Rennes. 
There was no doubt, he added, of the trans- 
mission of the “ Alexandrine” letter with 
the false date. The words in Lieut. Col. 
Henry’s handwriting had, he said, greatly 
influenced the court martial against Dreyfus. 


Foreign Diplomat a Fraud. 

The existence of a traitor in tae French 
war office was revealed by an alleged foreign 
diplomat, who acted without compensation. 
It is now claimed that Lieut, Col. Henry in 
1897 caused a book of expenditures to be re- 
copied in order to remove all trace of pay- 
ments to this diplomat, who, it has develope, 
was an employé of the intelligence depart- 
ment. 

M. Boyer concluded by saying that the let- 
ters used against the accused were falsified 
prior to the proceedings of 1899. 


Many Officers Present. 


Though the general interest in the case was 
not as great as in previous years, yet the 
courtroom was crowded with officers, non- 
commissioned officers, and private soldiers, 
lawyers, and others, and a number of women.

SAILORS TELL OF BRAVERY. 


Boatload of Shipwrecked People Five 


Days in Dire Peril. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, March 4.—A pathetic story told 
by ocean castaways has just reached Lon- 
don, their experience recalling that of the 
survivors of the steamer Queen, which 
burned near Seattle. Maj. Little, a British 
yeomanry officer, his wife, and three chil- 
dren, took passage on the Mediterranean 
steamer Cygnet, which sailed from London 
on Dec. 25. During a gale off Vigo on Dec. 
29, with the wind blowing sixty miles an 
hour, the ship caught fire. The captain 
put the passengers in a boat in charge of a 
mate and four sailors and then towed the 
boat. 

Adrift in Provisionless Boat. 

Later the steamer sank and there had been 
no time to provision the boat except with 
biscuits and condensed milk. 

Those in the boat had no wraps, and a 
bitter night followed. The boat was buf- 
feted by the big seas, The children slept 
fitfully under a tarpaulin in several inches 
of water, where they soon became benumbed. 
An Italian sailor named Girardi took off his 
coat and wrapped Edward Little, 9 years old, 


in it. 
Boy Protects Baby Sister, 

Girdrdi shortly afterwards was washed 
overboard and lost. Maj. Little, looking 
Jater under the tarpaulin, found Edward had 
wrapped the coat around his 4 year old 
sister. 

For five days and nights they drifted in 
terrible distress in the cold and wet, al- 
most foodless. They had nothing to drink 
except a little rain water that was caught 
in the tarpaulin. 

On the third night a sailor heard Edward 
under the tarpaulin praying that his father, 


' mother, and sister might be saved, adding: 


** And please, God, don’t forget the mate and 
the other kind men.”’ 

Qn the fourth day a steamer was sightcd 
and was hailed by those in the boat, who 
also waved oars and garments, but the 
steamer did not see them. Night brought 
still more severe cold and the garments 
of the castaways were drenched and frozen 
to their bodies. 


Children Make No Complaint. 

The childfen were dreadfully frostbitten, 
the skin peeling off their arms and legs, but 
the mate says they never once complained, 
and there was not a man in the boat who 
would not have gladly given his life for them. 
On the fifth night Maj. Little collapsed. The 
next morning the party was rescued by a 
fishing boat and taken to the little town of 
Figueria. 


Maj. Little died soon after landing and all 


have been seriously ill since and continue 
weak and semi-dazed. They have only now 
been brought to Lendon from Lisbon. 


SAVED FROM BURNING HOME 
IN AN EARLY MORNING FIRE. 


Families Awakened Just in. Time at 
2359 Indiana Avenue—Woman Tries 
to Recover Savings and May Die. 


Nearly a dozen persons had narrow escapes 
early this morning when a fire started in the 
three story store and flat building at 2359 
Indiana avenue. The blaze started in the 
grocery store of John Burns and the upper 
floors were filled with smoke before any of

Dr. J. Kercher was the first to learn of 
their danger. Without waiting to dress he 
caught up his 11 year old daughter, An- 
toinette, and carried her to the street. - His 
wife followed with their 6 year old son. 

Then the physician reéntered the building 
and groping his way to the top floor roused 
Charles Cariquist, his wife, and two children, 
Adolph Scherkone, and Mrs. Mary Maroni. 
All were nearly overcome when the doctor 
reached them. The loss was small. 

After being rescued from her burning house 
at 5702 A street yesterday Mrs. Frank 
Walters re@ntered the dwelling to secure her 
savings. She was overcome by the smoke 
and before she was rescued probably fatally 
burned. Andrew Ruff, a neighbor, was badl 
burned in trying to save her. 


INTERMARRIAGE AS SOCIAL 
EVIL IN COUNTRY TOWNS. 


Member of Yale Faculty Thinks Man 
Should Wed Some Woman Outside 
His Own Social Status. 


New Haven, Conn., March 3.—[Special.]— 
Prof. W. B. Balley assistant professor of 
political economy in Yale, said tonight in 
reading a paper before the Social Science 
club on conditions in rural New England: 

‘‘One of the social evils of country towns 
is intermarriage. In many towns 50 per 
cent of the people are related by blood ties. 
My own opinion is it is no worse for blood re- 
lations to marry than for persons of the 
same status in society to marry. I think 
it a good thing for a man to go out of town 
for his wife, and for a young woman to 
marry an out of town man.”

In Waukegan the Chicago and Milwaukee 
electric railway seeks a perpetual conces- 
sion of the use of the principal thorough- 
fares, and in Hammond political lines have 
been almost effaced by the granting of a

Wednesday. 


“Is there boodle in Hammond?” demanded 
the opponents of the franchise. ‘ 
This question is causing heated debates 
among the taxpayers of that subusb. It 
was asked two years ago when the demo- 
crats of Hammond, under the leadership of 
the present mayor, A. F. Knotts, ousted the 
from power on the “ boodle ”’ 
ue. 
“let Them Howl,” Says Mayor. 
* Let them how!l,”’ said Knotts, in discuss- 
ing the Hammond franchise yesterday. 
There has been no boodle in the granting 
of this franchise. If we were out for money 
we would not have demanded a bonus for 
before we acted.”’ 

e “ bonus ” which the city receives f 
the Hammond, Whiting ind 
street railway for the franchise is $10,000 and 
seventeen pieces of realty, valued at $2,000. 
There are other concessions, including a 5 
cént fare between all towns on the line of the 
railway, the sprinkling of certain streets in 
Hammond, new cars, and a better schedule. 

Opponents of the franchise assert that the 
city should have had a bonus of at ieast 
$25,000, if not $100,000, and that Knotts, with 
the aid of the city council, easily could have 

bluffed"’ the street car company into 
giving a big sum. 


* Will Appeal to the Courts. _

On taking his seat Knotts referred the 
franchise to a committee of 100 citizens. 
The franchise then was under consideration 
until last October, when the committee re- 
ported in favor of requiring certain conces- 
sions to the city, omitting all reference in 
its report to a bonus.” 

Then the mayor took into his own hands 
the settlement of the franchise question and 
began negotiations with the street car com- 
pany, through Dwight F. Cameron, the su- 
perinfendent. Friends and foes of the mayor 
admit that it was almost wholly through 
his efforts the company finally was pre- 
vailed on to agree to a bonus of $10,000. | ;

OLD LEAGUE'S NEW LAWS, 


‘NATIONAL BASEBALL ORGANIZA. 
TION MAKES SOME CHANGES. 


‘Legal Name Is Changed and Provision 
Is Made Guarding Against a Change 
in the Circuit—Will Consist of Pres- 
‘ent Eight Cities for All Time—Play- 
ers to Be Granted the Right of Ap- 
peal in Case of Pres- 
ents on the Field. 


New York, March 3.—The members of the 
National league at their meeting today rati- 
fied the report of the joint committee on play- 
ing rules and adopted the report of the com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Brush, Her- 
‘mann, and Potter, appointed at the annual 
meeting last fall to revise the constitution. 

‘The new constitution makes some radical 
changes and completely. disposes of any idea 
that either league may have had in favor of 
consolidation. The name is changed to read 
“ National League of Professional Baseball 
Clubs,” and the report says it shall tonsist 
of eight cities—Boston, New York, Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, .Pittsburg,. Cincinnati, St. 
Louls, and Chicago—for all time. 

_, Section 3 of the constitution formerly read 

“or such other cities which may be elected 
to membership by the league.” 


Franchises Made Permanent. | 


By its action the National league gives a 
permanent franchise to the eight cities 
named. President Pulliam explained it thus: 
“ Owners of clubs may change, but the cities 
where the clubs are located cannot be 
changed unless by another change in the con- 
‘stitution of the league.” 

In section 5, referring to the admission of 
clubs, the word “ tlub” is now made to read 
“company,” the league in this manner re- 
wah ig the right to control its own member- 

Dp. 

Heretofore in the expulsion of a club it has 
required the unanfmous vote of the eight 
clubs to expel. This has been changed to 
read “unanimous vote of seven clubs,” it 
being taken for granted that the club to be 
ie would not vote for its own expul- 
sion 

According to the new constitution the 
board of directors may be called to meet At 
any time by the president or by two direc- 


tors. 
Players May Appeal. 

A new clause that favors the players has 
Deen. added to section 26, and reads as fol- 
ows: 

Any player under contract or reservation who 
may consider himself unjustly treated or 
by his club shall have the right to submit bis 
case to the president of the league, who shall, after 
soliciting evidence concerning the matter, present 
the same to the board of directors for a hearing, 
recommendation, or adjudication. 

This giver ans player the right to ap. eal 
any real or fancied grievanve he may have to 
the president of the leaguc. 

The new constitution mekes the punish- 
ment of a player ‘* who shall be disqua,ified 
for any erookednegs" blacklistel ferever 
By the old constitution the player could be | 
reinstated by a three-fourths vote. 

The position of ‘ supervising umpiro is 
‘abolished. 


Against the “Outlaws.” 

The following resolution offered by Ed- 
ward Hanlon of Brooklyn was unanimously 
adopted: 

* Resolved, That no club, member of the National 
leagué, shall play any game of baseball! with any 
independent professional, semi-professional, or 

amateur club containing in its team any player 
ov players ineligible under the rules of the na- 
tional agreement or under suspension by any 
clubs of the National league. American league, or 
National oclation; and furthermore, that no 
game of baseball shall be played by any National 
league club with any independent club that shall 
have played any games with any other independent 
club containing such Ineligible or suspended 
as heretofore described. 

By resolution offered by Max Fleischmann | 
of Cincinnati the president is to instruct all 
umpires and notify all club managers that. 
after the umpire has called “ play’’ at the 
beginning of any championship game there 
shall be no presentation of any character to 
any player or manager upon the ball field.

FEAR TROUBLE 
FROM D, J. LYNCH 


Expelled Turfman Is in Chi- 
cago, It Is Said, to Plan 
War on Tracks. 


REVENGE FOR RULING OFF 


Outsiders Have a Winning Day 
at Oakland—Pat Morrissey 
Is Revived. 


Daniel J. Lynch, 
by the Chicago tracks last season, has been. 
in Chicago‘since Monday, and it is said: he 
is planning. to make a war the approaching 
season onthe local racetracks similar to 
that prosecuted last summer by E. E. Farley, 


another expelled turfman. 


Lynch has been keeping out of the way of 
interviewers, and even to some of those who 
know him*he has not communicated his in- 
tentions, but there is good reason for believ- 
ing he has in mind some hostile movement 
against the Chicago tracks. No-other rea- 
son for his arrival in Chicago at the present 
time can be assigned. 

So far as known, however, Lynch has as 
yet made no demands on any of the local 
tracks or racing officials, and it is not be- 
lieved he will go to the expense of making a 
fight merely for th eof revenge. Secre- 
tary Nathanson of Harlem, one of the men 


Lynch barred from the turf, said yesterday 
that he did not know of Lynch’s presence in 
the city. He also expressed the. belief that 
Lynch would be unable to do anything to in- 
jure the local tracks. “A man of Lynch's 
known character will not have any standing 
in court,” said Mr. Nathanson. ‘‘ That was 
shown in the Farley case last year. For that 
reason, if for no other, I do not keer any 
trouble at his hands.”’ 

Among racing men there is a Atiterenée of 
opinion as to what Lynch might be able to do 
in case he cut loose with a campaign against 
the tracks. Some think that as soon as it is 
shown that Lynch is acting from motives of 


the courts will refuse to help him. Others 
believe, however, that Lynch will act 
through others, and by keeping himself in 
the background manage to get consideration 
at the hands of the courts. They say the ex- 
pelled turfman has plenty of money of his 
own and that by guaranteeing the expenses 
of the crusade, and at the same time hokiing 
out the inducement of a. possible sum of 
substantial amount that may be forced from 
the tracks in case the latter see they will 
suffer unless they surrender to the crusad- 
ers, he can get plenty of help in making a 
war against the local courses. In any event, 
local track followers are made uneasy by 
the reports of Lynch's intentions. 

Lynch is said to have been seen in the 
company of an employé of a state offictal's 
office several times since arriving in the city.

Asked about Charles Teasdale, one of the 
twelve apostles, President Smith said he 
knew nothing of his present domestic rela- 
tions. He thought, however, that until two 
or three years ago Mr. Teasdale had had two 
wives. President Smith also was asked 
about Apostle John W. Taylor, and he said 
he is reputed to be a polygamist. President 
Smith said that Apostles Merrill and Heber 
J. Grant are reputed to be polygamists; he 
had seen two women who were pointed out 
as Mr. Grant’s wives. Mr. Grant is now in 
Europe in the interest of the church. He 
has with him his second wife. 

John Henry Smith is, the witness also 
said, the husband of two wives. ‘ He is a 
kinsman of mine,” he said, “‘and I know 
positively about him.” | 

Mr. Smith was asked about other apostles. 
Mr. Cowley is, he said, a reputed polygamist. 
Roger Clawson is not. He was especially 
questioned concerning F. M. Lyman, presi- 
dent of the apostles, and in line of succession 
to himself. President Smith said that Mr. 
Lyman, being present, should answer for him- 
self, but the committee insisted, and he re- 
plied that Mr, Lyman was reputed to have 
two wives. 


Missionaries Do Not Teac. It. . 


President Smith was questioned closely in 
regard to the attitude of Mormon mission- 
aries om the question of polygamy. He an- 
swered: 

“ They never discuss polygamy unless com- 
pelled to do so to meet attacks. They donot 
advocate polygamy in any way. Indeed, the 


elders are instructed not to advocate plural 


marriages at all. It is a thing of the past.” 
President Smith resumed the witness stand 
when the committee convened at 2 p. m. after 
recess. Mr. Tayler resumed the inquiry con- 
cerning instructions given to missionaries 
as to the teaching of polygamy. President 
Smith said: 
book. called Ready References is used by 
missionaries. . This book contains a chapter on 
polygamy, declaring that practice to be divine. 
The book is an old one, and I have no knowledge 
of recent publications.

“Celestial Marriages’’ Explained. 


Mr. "Payler devoted considerable attention 


to a discussion of the Mormon marriage cere- 
monies. It was brought out that all high 
officials of the church and all of the elders 
are authorized to:-marry persons, and that 
such marriages are registered in accordance 
with the state laws.on that question. 

The celestial marriage, or the marriage for 
eternity, President Smith suid, was one of 
the things the Mormon church believed in, 
but the practice had been in disuse for twenty 
years or more. This marriage was described 
as one to carry two persons through heaven 
in happiness and that often was performed 
when one party was dead and sometimes 
when both parties were dead. In that event 
the relatives of the contracting parties rep- 
resented them. Whén questioned closely 
President Smith admitted that a man and 
woman, both living, were sometimes married 
for eternity.”

A storm of wind and rain swept over In- 


diana. Erie trains are delayed by wash-. 
outs near Portland, Ind., which city is ex- 
periencing the worst flood in years. At 
Washington, Ind., the Oddfellows’ hall was 
blown down and other buildings damaged. 

Eastern Ohio and western Pennsylvania 
are threaténed with another great flood as a 
result of the heavy rains. Bridges were 
washed away and roads damaged near Pitts- 
burg. A cloudburst at Irondale, O., flooded 
many houses. Telegraph and telephone lines 
were laid low in northern Ohio, where the 
wind reached a velocity of forty-eight miles 
an hour. The flood situation at Toledo and 
Grand Rapids, O., is growing more serious 
on account of ice gorges. .

While this 
measure is not an administration one in the 
strictest sense it is in line with what the 
president desires and follows closely the form 
of government now existing in the Philip-~ 
pine islands. President Roosevelt found the 
plan of government for the Philippine archi- 
pelago has worked so satisfactorily that it 
was deemed best to adopt a similar scheme 
for the canal territory. 

Under this proposed law the canal commis- 
sion is given power to legislate and adminis- 
ter the affairs of the government and make 
the necessary appointments.

IS DEAD OF PNEUMONIA.

PAUL CORNELL 


Paul Cornell, one of the earliest settlers 
of Chicago, died yesterday afternoon of 
pneumonia at the Hyde Park hotel. He was 
conscious to the last and gave directions for 
his funeral. He had’always been a promi- 
nent factor in Chicago life since he came 
here in 1846. He was a large holder of real 
estate and was known as the “father of 
Hyde Park.” 

Mr. Cornell purchased the ground on which 
Hyde Park is located from the government 
and built the first house, in which he lived. 
He also built in 1858 the first Hyde Park 
hotel at Fifty-third street and the lake shore, 
long a resort for fashionable people. About 
the time this hotel was eretted Mr. Cornell 
induced the Illinois Central railway to put 
on a suburban service to accommodate the 
people who lived in the village of Hyde Park. 
As an inducement he was obliged to pay the 
railroad company a percentage of the cost 
of the running of the trains. 

In 1878-’79 Mr. Cornell went to Springfield’ 
and was instrumental in having passed the 
bill which has resulted in the south side 
system of parks and boulevards, he being 
made one of the park commissioners and 
assisting materially in the establishment of 
the system. After his retirement from the 
board Mr. Cornell maintained his interest 
in the parks and his services were always 
at the disposition of the board. 

Just before the world’s fair Mr. Cornell 
built the present Hyde Park hotel, where he 
died. Mr. Cornell was 81 years of age, hav- 
ing been born on Aug. 5, 1822. He left a 
widow, three sons, John, George Kimbark, 
and Paul Cornell Jr., and one daughter, Mrs. 
Helen Cornell French of Wyoming, lll. The 
funeral will take place tomorrow at 2 o'clock 
from the Hyde Park hotel. The interment 
will be in Oakwoods.

Philippine commission. It is provided that 
all laws enacted by the Panama commission 
shall be reported to congress and will con- 
tinue in force until repealed or a permanent 
form of government is provided. The com: 
mission is given power to exercise all the civil 
powers granted to the United States by the 
treaty. The president is directed to desig- 
nate one member of the commission as ad- 
ministrator, or chief executive, of the canal 
territory, who will see that all laws are faith- 
fully executed. All appointments necessary 
for carrying these laws into effect shall be 
made by the president, who will fix the sal- 
aries of the officials. 

The commission is directed to make a 
thorough investigation of the conditions ex- 
isting in the canal zone and in the cities of 
Panama and Colon. It Is required to make a 
report to the president before the next con- 
gress convenes, together with a full report 
of allits acts. It is provided that all rights, 
privileges, or concessions granted by the 
canal commission shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the president and will terminate 
whenever a provision is made for a perma- 
nent form of government. The commission 
is given authority to appropriate all moneys 
collected in executing and carrying out the 
provisions of the proposed law and make 
direct payments out of all moneys coming 
into the possession of the commission. This 
body is required to make a detailed statement 
of all revenues received and disbursed. These 
reports are to be made monthly to the pres- 
ident and a copy of them will accompany the 
report of the commissiony

Telephone rates in the District of Columbia 
will be reduced materially, and the company 
which controls the field’ here, and which for 
yearshas been grossly violating the law re- 
garding rates, be brought up with a short 
turn if the senate agrees to an amendment 
to the District of Columbia appropriation bill 
reducing the rates which was adopted in the 
house today. The rate fixed for private resi- 
dences and for the district government is $50 
per year for seryice with a single telephone 
on the wire; $40 per year for service with two 
phones on the wire; $30 annually with three 
instruments on the line, and $25 per year 
when there are four or more instruments on 
the same wire. 

Several years ago congress attempted to 
reduce the telephone rates substantially to 
the same figures now agreed upon, but made 
the fatal mistake of failing to provide a 
penalty for violating the law. The Chesa- 
peake and Potomac Telephone company has 
outrageously violated the law and has been 
sustained -to some extent by the courts in its 
unlawful conduct. Rates in this city are 
higher than in any other in the country and 
the service is inferior. Notwithstanding the 
vigorous protests of the patrons of the com- 
pany against the misérable service nothing 
has been done to improve it. The amend- 
ment fixing the rates was not only agreed to 
in the committee of the whole but also in 
the house of representatives. To make the 
reduced rates effective the house has pro- 
vided for the forfeiture of the charter of the 
company to do business in the District of 
Columbia if there is a single instance where 
higher rates are charged than those provided 
by thedaw. 

A number of attempts have been made to 
force the telephone company to furnish 
service for the rates fixed by congress some 

ago, and notwithstanding the matter 
has been through the courts several times 
the patrons of the company have failed to get 
relief. Under the penalty providing for for-

_ By authority of the Illinois Supreme court

It is agreed that the most pressing’perma-

There are four essential reasons for. the 
passing of the Mann bill. Without it the 
aldermen might be tempted to devote to 
some other project the $1,200,000 approxi- 
mately necessary for tunnel lowering. 
Without it the city would be without power 
to force the Union Traction company to 
consent fo the lowering of the Washington 
and La Salle street tunnels, which it occu- 
pies as.lessee. Without it the Union Trac- 
tion company would not lower the Van 
Buren street tunnel before the distant date 


the six miles of navigable river, 200 feet 
wide and 26 feet deep, which the sanitary 
district is constructing from Lake to Robey 
streets would be practically *useless. 

The Mann bill must be passed, because 
without it the city either cannot or will not 
lower the tunnels until Milwaukee, South 
Chicago, and Waukegan shall have hope- 
lessly alienated our shipping trade. To an- 
gwer its purpose fully, however, it must be 
amended so as to make the required depth 
‘of the river twenty-six feet. Congressman 
Mann has a chance to make a reputation, 
and ‘also, what is more important, to do a 
great service to his city. Now let him show 
that he did not introduce his measure for 
grand stand purposes but in order to pass it. 


WILL IT BE A PROTECTORATE? 
The island of Hayti, which lies between 
Cuba and Porto Rico, is divided unequally 
between two republics. The Dominican re- 
public, in the eastern part of the island,

entire area of the island, and an estimated 
population of 600,000. Nature haé.done 
much for tl® Dominicans. It has given them 
a wonderfully fertile soil, adapted to sugar, 
coffee, - other tropical products, fine har- 
bors, a salubrious climate, valuable forests, 
and extensive mineral resources. Gold, iron, 
and coal are found, and there are rich coppe 

| mines. 

' Nature has bestowed her bounty on an un- 
grateful people. The population of Porto 
Rico exceeds that of Santo Domingo by 
one-third, though it has only one-fifth the 
area. Last year the total trade of Porto 
Rico with the United States and foreign 
countries was $30,000,000, the exports being 
$14,000,000 and the imports $16,000,000. 
Santo Domingo ought to make a better 
showing than that, but in 1901, the last year 
for which statistics are available, the ex- 
ports were $5,200,000 and the imports $2,- 
. 900,000. Manifestly the Dominicans have 
no passion for industry. 

The truth is that Santo Domingo is one of 
the countriés where “every prospect 
pleases, and man alone is vile.” Perhaps a 
tenth of the inhabitants are of pure Spanish 
blood. The remainder are a mixed race—a 
Spanish-African-Indian cross breed—ignor- 
ant and with no inclination to learn, abomi- 
nating work, but always ready for a revo- 
lution. This explains why Santo Domingo 
produces little and consumes little. The 
same explanation holds good for the Haytian 
republic. about the only difference between 
the western and eastern parts of the island 
being that in one Spanish and in the other 
bastard French is spoken. 

The inability of the Dominicans to gove 
themselves would be a matter of supreme in- 
difference to the American people if they 
were on the other side of the globe. But 
unfortunately the Dominicans dwell within 
the American “sphere of influence,” and, 
as a matter of self-protection, the United 
States should compel them to refrain from 
all acts which will warrant the sending of 
war vessels by a foreign power to demand 
and to exact reparation. It will be no more 
agreeable to Americans to see European 
warships in Dominican harbors than it was 
to see them in Venezuelan harbors, but if 
Dominican insurgents were to fire on French 
or German merchant vessels it would be 
impossible to question the right of the gov- 
ernment of the offended nation to insist on 
“indemnity for the past and security for 
future.” 

Americans do not wish to annex Santo 
Domingo. They are not grieving because 
the natural resources of the republic are 
not utilized. They do not wish to force the 
‘Dominicans to work if not so inclined. But 
they feel they have a right fo insist that the 
Dominicans shall cure themselves of the bad 
revolutionary habit and thus make it un- 
likely that they will lift their hands against 
the citizens of this or any othercountry. In 
short, they should give bonds to keep the 
peace.

Admiral Stark, telegraphing from Port 
Arthur on March 2, says that the Japanese 
fleet did not appear off Port Arthur on 
either Feb. 28, Feb. 29, or March 1. Rus- 
‘sian scout slips scoured the neighboring 
waters for a radius of sixty miles and came 
upon no trace of the enemy. It must be a 
welcome respite to bluff old Admiral Stark 
to see the broad expanse of waters in front 
of him untroubled by hostile prows. He 
will not soon again, however, trust suffi- 
ciently to appearances to permit the officers 
of his fleet to escort him to the circus of an 
evening.

FENIAN Peeress’ is the epitaph 
that should be inscribed on the 
tombstone of the old niarchioness 
of Queensberry, who, at the age of 
nearty 80, has been gathered to her 
rest after a singularly stormy and most 
eventful life, which first attracted the atten- 
tion of society when, as a young girl, the 
daughter of Gen. Sir Robert Clayton, she 
made a runaway marriage with the seventh 
marquis of Queensberry in the old fashioned 
manner—that is to say, in a post chaise and 
four, her union being amgng the last to be 
performed by the village smith at Gretna 
Green. Me 

She was a most eccentric old lady, and 
is on record as having been so devoted to the 
Fenian cause that she subsidized a Fenian 
newspaper for many years, lavished large 
sums of money upon the Land league, and 
when Talbot, the detective and informer, was 
assassinated made a handsome pecuniary 
donation to the family of the murderer in 
token of her approval, her equally eccen- 
tric daughter, Lady Florence Dixie, present- 
ing a sum twice-es large to the widow and _ 
family of his victim. . 


Old Lady Queesberry, in her. declining 
years, became a convert to Roman Cathol- 
icism, and took the vows and adopted the 
garb of a sister of mércy. One of her sons, 
Lord Archibald Douglas, is a Catholic priest. 
Another of her daughters, Lady Gertrude 
Douglas, married a journeyman baker wf 
the name of Stock. One of her sons, Lord 
Francis Douglas, lost his life by a fall froma

Lady Florence Dixie, her daughter, is s0 
renowned in connection with her prowess 
as a football player, as a cricket player, as 
a shooter of big game in the American 
Rockies, in India, and in Africa; as an ex- 
plorer in Patagonia, as a relentless foe of 
the nationalist movement In Ireland, and as 
the indirect cause of the death of John Brown, 
the well known Scotch gillie and favorite of 
Queen Victoria, that it would be superfluous 
to refer to her more extensively here. 

I may add that throughout the latter part 
of the late queen's reign she was not in good 
odor at court, nor permitted to attend draw- 
ing rooms or state entertainments. She 1c- 
counted for this ill will and rigor on the 
part of. the late quéen by attributing it to 
a quarrel which she had had with the lor? 
chamberlain's officials at Buckingham pal- 
ace when she attempted to enter the royal 
presence at a drawing room without the 
feathers and veil, which are de rigueur, and 
which she declared to be impossible to wear 
owing to the shortness of her hair. That, at 
any rate, was her side of the story. 


Nor does the eccentricity of old Lady 
Queensberry seem to have restricted itself 
to her immediate children. It has extended 
to her grandchildren aswell. Of Lord Alfred 
Douglas, who is almost as well known in this 
country as in England by reason of his 11 
advised friendship with Oscar Wilde, it is 
unnecessary tospeak. His sister, Lady Edith 
Douglas, married St. George Lane Fox Pitt, 
who, like herself, is a professed Buddhist. 
The present Lord Queensberry, her brother, 
has just been gazetted again for the second 
or third time as a bankrupt, while her eld- 


est brother, Lord Drumlanrig, was killed in 


a mysterious manner while out shooting by 
an accidental discharge of his gun, in iden- 
tically the same fashion as his grandfather, 
the seventh marquis. 

The death of the old marchioness cannot 
fail to benefit financially the present head of 
the family, since the entailed estates will 
no longer be charged with the large jointure 
which has been paid to her therefrom ever 
since the death of her husband in 1858. 

The Gaur Lord Alington, 45 years of age, is 
a tall, fair, clean shaven, blue eyed, big man, 
who looks boyish and seraphic. He is not 


particularly brilliant, but fortunate in the 


possession of a smart, handsome wife, hith- 


erto known as Lady Feo Sturt, who has for + 


many years been an acknowledged leader of 
the smart set. Tall, dark, and handsome, 
with a regal air and stately carriage, and a 
style of beauty that is oriental in its char- 
acter, sheds a sister of the earl of Hard- 
wicke. 

Much speculation exists as to whether she 
will keep, up at Crichel the ancestral seat 
of the family, the famous White farm, 
formed by her husband's stepmother, the 
now widowed Lady Alington. Everything 
connected with this White farm is absolutely 
white, including the white sacred bull, the 
white cattle, thé white cart horses, the white 
poultry, pigeons, and last, but not least, rn’ 
immense white turkey cock, whose ferocious 
disposition often forces the other denizens 
of the farmyard to show the white feather in 
more ways than one. All the flowers about 
this farm are white and the cats, the dogs, the 
pigs, the rabbits, the donkeys, and even the 
deer which graze on the lawn, as well as 
pheasants, geese, owls, and swans, are of 
the'same hue. No animal and no flower is 
permitted on the premises which is not abso- 
lutely snow white. al 

A charming trait about the late Lord 
Alington was his fondness of animals. Al- 
though fond of hunting and preserving foxes 
and game strictly, the latter for the shooting 
of his friends, he would never permit a gun 


to be fired in the park around Crichel itself, 


and consequently it became a refuge for 
every kind of bird, the feathered visitors be- 
ing fed every morning from the drawing 
room windows, and apparently keenly appre- 
ciative of the good nature of the man through 
whom they were safe from the gun. 

The Alington peerage is not an old one, 
having been conferred upon the late lérd in 
1876. But the family is ancient, and he was 
able to trace his lineage in an unbroken line 
through many generations to Sir Hildebrand 
Alington, who was marshal to William the 
Conqueror at the battle of Hastings. Let me 
add that the late Lord Alington was a pillar 
of the turf, repeatedly served as steward of 
the Jockey club, and the owner of a famous | 
racing stable which his son and successor is 
likely’ to keep up.

| HISTORICAL NOVEL IN FRANCE, a 


the purely historical novel has never been 
popular in France—a lucky perversion in 
French taste many Americans may perhaps 
think—when they remember the deluge of 
historical novels which have flooded the 
markets. 

If, however, the historical novel, as we 
understand it, has not been in vogue in 
France in recent years, it has been replaced 
by the historical memoirs of celebrated and 
ordinary men whose lives were more or less 
mixed up in events which have made up 
history. 

I may even say that, in France at least, 
we are living in an age when any collection 
of old family letters or papers is of value 
and a compilation of them a welcome manu- 
script for any editor. The latest contribu- 
tion to this rival of the historical novel is 
“ L’EMIGRE,” by Senac de Meilhan. 


Few people remember Senac cde Meilhan, a 
celebrated ‘‘ emigré’’ in his day, when his 
*“ Portraits and Caricatures of the Eight- 
eenth Century:’’ were the talk of the hour. 
His life was, however, intimately connected 
with the royalist cause, for the sake of 


the exiled emigrants of the Bourbon party 
in nearly every city in Europe—Rome, Bt. 
Petersburg, Vienna, Aix-les-Chapelle. 

Nothing ever written so clearly reveals the 
exact sentiments felt by the Parisians at the 
time of the revolution as “ L'Emigré,” a 
psychological study of the people of the 
epoch, and one is struck with the similarity 
between the dominant characteristic of the 
masses of French people of the revolutionary 
epoch and the same people of today—that of 
passiveness—a trait as noticeable among the 
aristocracy as among the people. 

What made the terrible revolution possible 
in 1789 was the passive indifference of nearly 
every one, even the victims who submitted 
to the bullying of a few. Had the nation as 
a whole risen up in protestation the revolu- 
tion at least in its terrible features would 
have been impossible. . 

The same may be said of religious persecu- 
tions and socialist outrages of today-—they 
are possible only because of the extraordi- 
nary passiveness of the French people. In 
describing this peculiar trait of character 
so marked in the majority of people of the 
revolutionary epoch Senac de Meilhan writes: 

** Blood flows in streams and the theaters 
are filled with people. The unfeeling Paris- 
ian who goes to the theater sees his brilliant 
carriage jostle the cart that is conducting the 
unfortunate victims to the guillotine, and 
this meéeting has no more effect upon him 
than if he was stopped by an ordinary con- 
gestion of traffic. Paris presents an atro- 
cious spectacle—one of disgusting barbarity 
and a tranquil barbarity reigns in the people. 
Nothing is as rare as an active, enterprising 
courage.’’ 

No one has ever better described the French 
people of every class. When one has lived 
among them one is astonished at the abso- 
lute indifference they feel towards every- 
thing not connected directly with their im- 
mediate family and petty economies. In 
no country in the world is the entire nation 
dominated by so infinitely small a majority 
as is France. The watchword of every fam- 
ily is to meddle as little as possible with 
outside things. 

Few Frenchmen vote, and never represen- 
tative men. Nothing has been changed in 
this respect in, the French character since 
the revolutionary days. The people who 
went to the theaters while blood flowed in 
the streets are the same who drove to the 
races while men were clubbing innocent nuns 


‘and spitting upon and insulting little girls 
coming out of church, and the more one 


compares the ‘état d’esprit”’ that reigns 
today in France with that which Senac de 
Meilhan describes the better one understands 
the mysteries of the French revolution. 
Indeed, by his careful diagnosis of the 
character of the people of his time he has 
thrown a new light upon what will always 
remain one of the most passionately inter- 
esting epochs in French history, and seekers 
of light and truth owe a real debt of grati- 
tude to Casimir Stryienski and Frantz Funch 
Brentano, who have edited and arranged the 
Meilhan memoirs. 


A pretty new history for children, as I am 
speaking of historical subjects of his time, is 
the ‘‘ History of an Unknown Man Who Was 
Perhaps Louis XVII,"" by Jeanne France, an. 
effort to unravel the mystery which sur- 
rounds the life and ultimate end of the dau- 
phin, son of the unfortunate Louis XVI.

HE little red schoolhouse, dear to the 

memory of every boy who was raised 

in the country, the rallying center of 

more than one hot political fight. is 

surely doomed. It has lasted longer 
in Illinois than in many other states. Just 
one month ago, out in Winnebago county, in 
the northwest corner of the state, something 
happened which, as certainly as anything 
,can be predicted, marks the final and com- 
plete downfall of the little country school 
with its half dozen barefooted pupils and 
its “‘schoolmarm,” who “ boards round” 
with the parents of her pupils. 

On Feb. 1, 1904, the first consolidated school 
in Illinois opened its doors. It is located at 
the little hamlet of Seward, fifteen miles 
from the thriving city of Rockford. The 
new school takes the place of three “ little

red schoolhouses.”’ - It is Intended to serve 
the children of three school districts which 
form exactly one-third of the township. 
The new school building is located at Seward 
because that is near the center of the con- 
solidated district. The farmers who voted 
to abolish the country schools and to estab- 
lish this consolidated school in their place 
own and work 7,680 acres of land, the as- 
sessed valuation 6f which is only $146,315. 
As real estate is assessed at one-fifth its 
real value, these figures would indicate that 
the total cash value of the real and personal 
property of the district is about $1,000,000. 

To build the consolidated school the voters 
of the district authorized the expenditure 
of $7,000, of which $1,000 was spent for land 
and the remainder for a building, a picture 
of which is shown herewith as well as cuts 
of two of the little schools which it replaced. 
In the new building are four rooms. each 
with a seating capacity for fifty pupils. In 
the basement, beside the heating plant. are 
a large workshop where the boys will be 
taught manual training and a similar room 
which will be devoted to the teaching of do- 
mestic and household science. In the second 
story of the building are a laboratory and 
library. 4¢ 

In this new. consolidated school all the 
work attempted by the three country schools 
will be well done. and in addition there will 
be two years of high school work. 

Last year a total of seventy-nine pupils 
were registered at the three abandoned 
schools during the entire year. On Feb. 1, 
the opening day of the new school, the total 
registration was 103, fifteen of the pupils 
coming from outside the consolidated dis- 
trict to attend the new school and conse- 
quenily paying tuition. 

Several other districts in Winnebago coun- 
ty are already agitating the question of 
closing their country schools and opening a 
consolidated school at some central point, 
and it is a fair prediction that within the 
next few years the plan will be adopted quite 
generally all over the state. 

At least that result will follow if Tlinois 
is like the other states which have already 
adopted consolidation of rural schools. 

The plan of consolidation originated in 
Massachusetts, the old mother of education, 
in 1874, and at present reports show that 
more than 65 per cent of the townships In the 
state have adopted the plan. In Ohio the 
rural schools are fast being abolished and 
their places taken by a smaller number of 
consolidated schools. Fifty-one counties in 
Indiana are working at consolidation and in 
seventeen other states the plan is being 
pushed. 

The advantages and the disadvantages of 
consolidation are plain to one familiar with 
the educational conditions in rural communi- 
ties. The chief or, at least, the first ob- 
jection to sending all the children in several 
rural districts to one central school is that 
a good many of the pupils will have a long 
way to travel in getting to and from school. 
This objection is anewered, wherever con- 
solidation has been undertaken, by provid- 
ing, at public expense, wagons or other 
means of transportation for the use of pupils 
who live farther than a given distance from 
the schoolhouse. In Massachusetts, for in- 
stance, the considerable sum of $151,773 was 
spent in 1901-’02 for transporting children 
to and from consolidated schools. In Indi- 
ana nearly 200 large covered wagons made 
two trips daily in the sameinterest, carrying 
altogether a total of 2,600 pupils a day. 

Another objection frequently made by 
opponents of coneolidated schools is. that

Forthwith, amidet boisterous applause, he 
answered his own question: ‘ From the 
smal? college!’”’

HB different kinds of legumes are so 
similar in their general character, nu- 
tritive constituents, and digestibility 
that in these regards they may be 
treated together.

P gure state, as green peas and beans, they are, 
a regards composition, equal or superior 
is nutritive value to other green vegetables, 
and the ripened seed shows by analysis a re- 
mable contrast to most of the matured 
vegetable foods, as the potato and other tu- 
hers, and even to the best cereals, as wheat.

Menu Novelties— 


JELLIED MEAT.—The base may be veal, 
beef, or chicken. Boil slowly until tender 
enough to break when pressed with a fork. 
A bit of spice, or other seasoning, according 
to the meat used, may be cooked with it. 
Remove bones and fat, chop the meat coarse- 
ly; boil down the pot liquor to one-half, dis- 
solve in it one-quarter box gelatine which has 
been soaked in three tablespoons cold water; 
mix with the meat, pack in wetted mold, 
cover with a plate which is weighted down, 
and set-away in cold place. This may be 
varied by the additiens of sliced hard boiled 
eggs, pickles, or glives when procurable, bits 
of fresh red peppers may garnish the sides 
of the mold. 

POTATO BISCUITS.—Rub three table- 
spoons butter or sweet lard into one pint 
flour which has previously been mixed with 
two teaspoons baking powder and one scant 
teaspoon salt. Pare sufficient potatoes to 
make one pint when mashed. Having done 
this the night before, in the morning boil the 

tatoes, mash and beat unfil light. Mix 
immediately with the prepared flour, adding 
sufficient milk to make a soft dough. Make 
up with the hands into thin biscuit and bake 
at once in quick oven. 

RICE WITH HAM.—Boil the rice as usual 
in plenty of salted water at a galloping boil, 
drain and turn on a heated platter; pour a 
cupful or more of well seasoned tomato 
sauce and sprinkle thickly with chopped cold 
boiled ham. Additional sauce may be served 
in a sauce boat. 


SPINACH RAVIOLI—Beat slightly the. 


yolks of three eggs with two tablespoons 
cold water and a pinch of salt, add sufficient 
‘bread flour to make a stiff dough, and knead 
five minutes. Cut jn two pieces and roll each 
eut in a thin sheet. At regular intervals 
‘about two inches apart on one sheet place 
one teaspoon seasoned and chopped cold 
spinach. Round the base of each little heap 
wet the paste with the fingers dipped in cold 
water. Cover with the other sheet and press 
down where the paste has been wet,, then 
cut out with a round cutter. Be that 
the edges are well pressed togetber. Over 
the fire have a shallow saucepan half filled 
with the boiling salted water. Into this drop 
the ravioli, bring the water quickly to the 
boil, draw to one side, and simmer twenty 
minutes. Drain thoroughly, place in a bak- 
ing dish, pour over a sauce, and bake in a 
quick oven for about fifteen minutes. Fill- 
ings for the ravioli may be any scraps of meat 
or vegetable, chopped fine, seasoned, and 
slightly moistened with a thick sauce. Dilute 
the sauce to use in the baking. Tomato 
sauce and a little grated cheese go well with 
mutton or beef filling; with mushrooms, 


| oysters, or fish use a white or tomato sauce.

TO RAISE RATES IN BIG CITIES. 


Fire Underwriters Plan Sharp Advance 
in View of Heavy Losses at Balti- 
moreand Rochester. 


New York, March 8.—[Special.]—Fire insuranes 
rates on risks in the congested districts of large 
cities are to be sharply adv The confia- 
gration at Baltimore and the expensive lose at 
Rochester have thoroughly aroused fire under- 
writers in regard to the danger to important busi- 
ness centers throughout the country, as noted in 
these columns. Quite a number of firs ingurance 
companies either have been bankrupted or forced 
into retirement by their losses this year, ané many 
others have been crippled by heavy inroads mad¢ 
on their funds. It therefore has become the gen- 
eral sentiment among prominent underwriters that 
rates be advanced, and Feb. 25 the executtve com- 
mittee of the national board of fire underwriters 
appointed a committee of twenty to consider what 
action shall be taken. This committee held sey- 
eral meetings, the result of ite deliberations being 
announced in the following statement, which will 
be issued to members of the national board of fire 
tomorrow by President Henry H. 


At ‘a meeting of the executive committee held 
Feb. 25 a committee of twenty was appointed to 
consider what action would be advisable for this 
board to take by reagon of the frequent conflagra- 
tions with which this country has been visited 
during the last three years, especially in view 
of the fact that these disasters might have been 
to a great degree mitigated if the municipalities 
upon which such disasters have fallem had profited 
by the experience of other cities. 

The committee of twenty adopte? unanimously 
the resolutions attached hereto, and thue indi- 
cated to the board the line of action it is desirable 
to follow for the protection of our members and 
the enlightenment of the public. 

The congested districts of our large cities pre- 
sent @ constant menace to our members. No rate 
of inwurance can be adequate for the protection of 
insurance capital intrusted to us if t confia- 
grations are to be experienced with thé frequency 


with which they have occurred during the last © 


few years. If our members are le@ by past dis- 
asters to curtail their Mability in these districts 
the security upon whfch the credit of the mer- 
cantile communities rests will be impaired. °

NULLIFY BAD PRISON LAW. 


JUDGES FIND WAY TO ESCAPE IN- 
 DETERMINATE SENTENCE. 


Criminal Court Jurists to Secure Evase- 
sion of Pardoning Provisions Main-~- 
tained by Gov. Yates Against Pro- 
tests of Authorities — Will Retain 
Jurisdiction by Having Filed a Me- 
tion to Vacate Penalty, Which May 
Be Granted at Any Tme. 


Judges of the Cook county Criminal court 
have evolved a means of nullifying the in- 
determine sentence law, which remains on 
the statute books only because Gov, Yates, at 
the recent session of the legislature, vetoed a 
repeal measure which had the support of 
nearly every state’s attorney, judge, and 
criminologist in Ilinois. 

Adoption of the plan will be a significant 
answer to the protests of certain members 
of the anti-crime committee against the 
courts exercising the right to * terminate” 
sentences. The discovery. of the plan fol- 
lowed closely on the airing of these objections 


‘during the investigation of State’s Attorney 


Deneen's office. 


Will Continue His Jurisdiction. 

“T practically have decided to have entered 
in éach case which I hear an order which 
will give jurisdiction in it indefinitely,” 
said one of the Criminal court judges yester- 
day. “It will be perfectly legal, and will 
be a step in the direction of humane justice.” 

Such an order, it was explained, would 
consist of a motion to set aside the sentence, 
and another motion to continue the con- 
sideration of the first. The fact.that these 
are in the record would not interfere with 
execution of the sentence imposed. The ef- 
fect of this process on the indeterminate 
sentence law was explained as follows: 

The penalty for burglary is imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for an indefinite term, 
which runs from one to twenty years. What- 
ever may be the circumstances of the crime 
neither the jury nor court which has heard 
the evidence can say how much of that time 
the defendant must remain in prison. That 
is determined by the board of pardons. By 
retaining jurisdiction in the case, however, 
the judge can fix the maximum term of 
sentence. 

May Free Prisoner at Any Time. 

At the end of one year, two years, or at 
any time when he thinks the punishment 
has been commensurate with the crime, he 
may have the defendant brought back from 
the penitentiary, take up the motion to set 
aside the sentence, and grant it, thereby re- 
leasing the prisoner at once. 

Although this process never has been car- 
ried to such a conclusjon, several of the 
judges in the Criminal’ courts are said to 
have retained jurisdiction to do so in cer- 
tain cases. Many of them hold it to be not 
only good law, but good practice. Of its 
legal aspect Judge Dunne said: 

“I can see no objections. The state pro- 
vides that all motions not disposed of are 
continued from term to term, and the plan 
appears to be one that would give the court 
— throughout the life of the sen- 
ence.”’ 


Deneen to Be Vindicated. 


The findings of the anti-erime committee 
on its investigations of State’s Attorney De- 
neen’s office will be canvassed in executive 
session this afternoon. “None of the com- 
mittee yesterday would attempt to forecast 
the form which the committee's report will 
take, but the general feeling was that while 
changes might be recommended in certain 
methods of procedure In the Criminal court, 
the administration of the office of the public 
prosecutor will be sustained.

It had been supposed that 
stopover privileges would be granted at Chi- 
cago and.

The through 
rates via Chicago will be the same as via 
St. Louis, but this will do Chicago no good, 
as passengers must take the next train out. 
This will have the effect of forcing most of 
the through businers during the world’s fair 
season via St. Louis. 

The explanation given by the roads is that 
Missouri and the city of St. Louis have taken 
action that will prevent ticket scalping at 
St. Louls.. In Chicago, they say, ticket 
scalpers are not restrained by the authori- 
ties. 
Chicago the roads claim great demoraliza- 
tion in fates would be caused by the scalpers. 


Grain Rate War Still On. 


There were no indications of a speedy set- 
tlement of the grain rate war between the 
Northwestern and the Chicago Great West- 
ern. No one expects that the efforts lately 
made by Chairman Mahoney of the western 
freight bureau to bring about a compromise 
arrangement will succeed. The Northwest- 
ern has not yet met the latest cut of the 
Chicago Great Western, but it is understood 


that it will announce a further reduction 


next Monday. 

The lines east of Chicago have taken steps 
to bring about an equalization of the rates 
on grain to the Atlantic seaboard and to the 
gulf ports. A committee has been appointed 
to draw up a plan for the purpose of re- 
establishing harmony betwéen the lines run- 
ning to the Atlantic seaboard.

BEGS FOR VAN DINE’S LIFE 
IN LAST PLEA FOR BANDIT. 


Attorney Asks That Young Prisoner Be 
ent to Penitentiary, Where He May 
Have Opportunity to Repent. 


Arguments in the defense of Harvey Van 
Dine were begun yesterday by Attorney Bart- 
lett, who pleaded only that the bandit's life 
be spared. He began by defining “ peniten- 
tiary”’ as “a place where a man could go, 
think over his past, and possibly repent.” 

“ Are you going to take that chance away 
from him?’ he asked. 


Asks Chance to Reform. 

“ We do not want to defend Van Dine ata 
sacrifice of any truth, but the design of pun- 
ishment is to reform, not to exterminate 
mankind. Punishing a man unjustly will not 
make him an example deterrent to crime.” 

Attorney Bartlett will continue his argu- 
meht in Judge Kersten’s court today. The 
speeches in defense of Marx and Neidermelier 
have yet to be heard, and it will be Saturday 
at least before the summing up is ended, if 
other arguments consume as much time. 


State Scouts Van Dine Pleas. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Fietcher Dob« 
yns concluded his argument to the jurors 
by warning them to consider with just minds 
@ matter which would be the most itm 
tant ever decided by them. He endeavo 
to convince them that while confessions were 
not always reliable, because of the influence 
of threats and intimidations, the confessions 
in the present case had been absolutely vol- 
untary. He next discussed the alleged in- 
sanity of Van Dine. 

“If his reason was so affécted at the time 
when he committed the deed of which he 
has been charged,” said Mr. Dobyns, “‘ so 
as to make him irresponsible and incapable 
of judging between right and wrong, then 
he might be acquitted. But if at the time he 
ha¢ the faculty of governing himself he was 
responsible.,”’ 

Attorney Robyns then asserted the evi- 
dence showed the act was “ premeditated, 
cold blooded, and deliberate.” “ It had been 
planned out like a military campaign,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Do we find any dullness, stupidity, 
or insanity in this?" 

Among those in the courtroom were Mrs. 
Quinn, widow of Policeman Quinn, who was 
omen by Gustave Marx, and the latter's 
mother. 


PAYS $32,000 ON $4,000 LOAN 
AND STILL OWES $7,950. 


Court Partly Frees Charles E. Rand from 
_ Complication Incurred by Borrowing 
Money from Maj. William W. Bell. 


Charles E. Rand, a real estate dealer at 84 
La Salle street, recently figured out that dur- 
ing four years he had paid $32,000 on a loan 
of $4,000, and he went to Maj. William W. 
Bell, father of Lilian Belle Bogue, the author, 
from whom he borrowed, and suggested that 
the deal be declared “off."" Then he dis- 
covered that the lender stil held checks 
signed by him aggregating $7,950, and insist- 
ed on payment. Mr. Rand appealed to the 
court to compel the return of the paper out- 
standing and the money paid in excess of the 
legal rate of interest: 

Judge Kavanagh yesterday ordered that 
the securities and checks, some of which 
were indorsed by Rand’s father, be surren- 
dered, but the court sustained the finding of 
the master in chancery that the money paid 
voluntarily as-.interest was lost to the real 
estate man. This decision apparently pleased 
neither of the parties, and both announced 
the intention of appealing. 

Rand borrowed $1,000 from Maj. Bell in De- 
cember, 1895, paying $43 interest for one 
week. He found he could not return the 
money, and borrowed $057 from Maj. Bell to 
repay the first loan. Every week, to repay 
the amount borrowed the preceding week, 
Mr. Rand was obliged to obtain more money 
from Maj. Bell, and soon, with the interest 
accumulating at the rate of $43 a week, he 
asserted, he was borrowing $4,000 at a time 
to meet the obligations. In 1898 a new ar- 
rangement was entered into by which Rand 
was to pay $5 a day interest to discount his 
checks of $1,000 each. The bank he patron- 
ized first became aware of the circumstances 
and asked the withdrawal of his account. 
This started Rand to figuring and stirred him 
to action. 


. When the case was heard Maj. Bell testified | 


that he had made several other loans under 
the same terms as that to Rad, and, by 
properly arranging, he could lend to Rand 
on Saturday, the check not reaching the 
bank until Monday, and the lender thus hav- 
ing the use of the money for other purposes 
during two days. 


HIGH SCHOOL PAY GIVEN. 
FOR WORK IN LOW GRADES. 


Supt. Cooley Testifies Twenty-eight 
Were Kept on Rolls at Salaries High- 
er than Were Due for the Services. 


Because they believed it “fair’’ and 
* right,”’ the school trustees retained twenty- 
eight teachers on the high school pay roil 
from Novenitber, 1901, until June, 1902, al- 
though the employés had been dropped from 
high school service and were doing work of 
grade teachers and librarians. 

This testimony, developed during the sec- 
ond day’s hearing of the teachers’ tax case 
in Judge Dunne’s court, surprised Miss Mar- 
garet Haley and Miss Catherine Goggin, who 
have declared the words “ right ” and “ fair ”’ 
are not contained in the vocabularies of the 
board or of Supt. Cooley. The latter was the 
witness who admitted the teachers had been 
kept on the payroll. He was seeking to show 
the board had not violated contracts provid- 
ing teachers could not be discharged without 
cause. 

‘Were you simply finding something for 
them to do?” asked Attorney Clarence 8. Dar- 
row. 


. “No, we needed them,” replied Supt. Coo- 


ley. 

“Why were these teachers not dropped 
from the service altogether? Why was it 
thought necessary to keep them on the pay 
roll?” demanded Attorney Darrow. 

“I do not know why the committee de- 
cided as it did,” replied Supt. Cooley. “I 
recommended that they be retained because I 
thought it fair and right.” 

As Supt. Cooley was leaving the room Miss 
Haley told him she had not sald the records 
were falsified for any purpose except to make 
it easy to figure statistics. \
